old, Miss Aaggie Ormsby Segis 442877. Her record has 
not yet been officially reported by the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry but as the heifer has freshened and 
qualified nicely within the limit, we are here announcing 
her record on the preliminary report of her owners, Hart- 
sook Ranch, Lankershim, California. This great heifer 
started off her work with an official record at the age of 
two years, eight months, 18 days of 25.15 lbs. butter, 534.2 
lbs. milk, winning twelfth prize on her butter record and 
the same ranking on her performance for milk.

Your herd bull will largely determine this matter. 
Poor bulls decrease production. Good purebred bulls 
may double or even treble the production of the future 
herd. The value of such bulls is recognized, but the 
greatest difficulty has been for the farmer with a small 
herd to obtain one. 


The cooperative bull association is solving this prob- 
lem for others. Why not for you? 

In your own case, for instance, you may use a neigh- 
bor’s bull or may own one yourself. Why not take the 
money that you and four or five of your neighbors spend 
for bull service or that you now have invested in several 
ordinary bulls and buy one good purebred bull capable of 
increasing the production of your herd? 

Would not this be a good investment? 

Such a group or block of farmers together with three 
to five similar blocks form the foundation of a cooperative 
bull association. 

The association thus organized buys a bull for eacn 
block and at the end of every two years the bulls are 
moved from one block to another until all the bulls have 
been used two years in each block. 

‘The bull association provides the large and small 

dairy herds with the use of a high-class purebred bull for 
4 period of six to twelve years at an average cost below 
that of a cheap scrub. Figures from three typical assoct- 
ations show this. 
: In one association four $276 bulls were purchased at 
an average cost of $42 per farmer. In another association 
Mt cost $53 per member for six $276 bulls. In a third 
association, at a cost of $240 per farmer, four $1,200 bulls 
Were purchased. 

In belonging to a bull association, farmers pay a cer- 
tain amount per cow. With 60 cows in a block for in- 
stance, $10 per cow will raise $600 for a bull; and in a

The members in the entire association limit the 
amount assessed per cow, but those in each block select 
the place for keeping the bull and arrange the block ac- 
cording to their own convenience. 


Pertinent Facts Regarding Bull Associations 


The cooperative bull association is designed for a par- 
ticular purpose, just as a machine is designed to do a 
particular kind of work. 


Owning a good dairy bull jointly with a number of your 
neighbors does not give you the full benefits of a bull 
association, because you have efficient bull service for 
about two years only. 

A bull association is made up of three or more blocks, 
all united in an organization which provides at a low 
cost for the cooperative ownership, use, and exchange of 
superior bulls, and many other advantages not obtained 
by members of single independent blocks. 

The bull association gives each member bull service 
for six or more years for his share of the initial cost of 
one good bull. 


All the members together make the rules (the constitu- 
tion and by-laws), and elect the officers, including a board 
of directors. 

One member from each block is elected director. 

The business of the association is handled by the di- 
rectors. They select and buy bulls, arrange for a man 
in each block as keeper, provide a safe and satisfactory 
place for keeping the bull in each block, and are respon- 
sible for keeping the bulls in vigorous breeding condi- 
tion. 

All the bulls belong to the association as a whole ana 
not to any separate block. The directors may sell any bull

other things, a lot depends upon getting started right. 

It has always seemed to me, therefore, that a great 
deal of the success they have achieved up in the Pacific 
Northwest in the breeding of Holsteins along the lines 
of type and production satisfactorily combined was due 
the pioneers who established such a high standard to 
start with as a model for the breeders who came later 
and also in the foundation stock which they so widely dis- 
seminated from their herds. If specific reference is 
needed, we would point to the percentage of great milk 
records held by the Holsteins of the Pacific Northwest, 
particularly in proportion to the number of cattle located 
there and also the showing which the Pacific Northwest 
Holsteins invariably make when brought into competition 
with cattle from other parts of the country at the National 
shows. Three times, within the last ten years, herds 
from the Pacific Northwest have come to the National 
Dairy Show and twice out of the three times they have 
returned with the coveted banner of premier exhibitor. With- 
out detracting in the slightest from the credit that is due 
such pioneers as P. A. “Dad” Frakes, William Bishop, 
David Monroe, Hollywood and Carnation Farms and others, 
we believe the man most responsible for this condition, 
for the attention that the breeders of the Pacific North- 
west have given to type along with production, is John L. 
Smith of Spokane, Washington, owner of the Hazelwood 
herd. Born and raised in England, John L. Smith spent 
his years until he attained his majority associated with 
his father in the breeding and showing of purebred Short- 
horn cattle. When he was twenty-one years of age he 
came to Canada, returning shortly to his native land but 
coming back the following year with a shipment of horses. 
This time he decided to stay in America and went with a 
Shorthorn herd in Illinois. This was the herd of George 
N. Brown of Aurora, Illinois, and so well did young John 
L. make good that he was taken into the family as a son- 
in-law. In 1889, he came to Spokane and, in company

This bull sired Bracelet Baker of Hazelwood, previously 
mentioned. Another important addition to the herd by 
purchase was the entire herd of A. N. McGeogh of Mil- 
waukee. Of chief interest in this herd were the sires, Paul 
De Kol 2d Paul De Kol No. 1, who produced only a few calves 
before his death, Sir Pietertje Posch, famous son of the 
world’s champion two-year-old at that time, Alta Posch. 
whose 27-lb. record at that age was far and away ahead of 
anything reported for years during that period, and the 
cow, Duchess Ormsby 2d Queen, whose son, Hazelwood 
Ormsby Posch, sired by a son of Sir Pietertje Posch, was 
one of the greatest show bulls of the breed and a sire 
that has had much to do with the present reputation of 
the Hazelwood herd.

To Pool or not to Pool 


HE Holstein industry has a direct and vital interest 

' in the outcome of the fight which the milk producers 

of. New York State are now waging, because the 

prosperity of the dairy industry in this great milk pro- 
ducing center is at stake. 

The fight is a three-cornered one, as, unfortunately, 
the dairymen are divided into two factions and the milk 
distributors are taking the favorable opportunity thus pre- 
sented to make a last effort to break the dairymen’s or- 
ganization. 

The split among the dairymen comes on the question of 
pooling their products. Those who are opposed to the 
pooling plan argue that it has discriminated against dairy- 
men in certain localities during the past year of its opera- 
tion and they point to various individual non-poolers who 
marketed their milk through the Dairymen’s League and 
who received considerably larger prices for their milk than 
was the case for those who were in the pool. 

Now, when the Dairymen’s League Cooperative Associ- 
ation asks the non-poolers to bear their proportion of the 
cost of maintaining the organization in whose benefits 
they have been sharing, we witness the spectacle of cer- 
tain dairymen forming a rival organization, popularly 
known as the non-poolers, who are apparently doing every- 
thing in their power to wreck the Dairymen’s League Co- 
operative Association. By legal means they are attempt- 
ing to restrain the Dairymen’s League from placing upon 
them any of the burden of maintaining the organization 
and by personal agitation they are trying to arouse public 
sentiment against the League. They are also sending large 
quantities of milk to the New York market in competition 
with the League milk. These men apparently overlook 
entirely the fact that the price which they can get for 
their milk is based absolutely on the prices which the 
Dairymen’s League Cooperative Association—the poolers— 
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is able to get from the distributors.

Under the pooling plan the distributors buy just what 
they want and the surplus, whatever it may be, is kept off 
of the fluid market and disposed of in the form of other 
dairy products by the Dairymen’s League itself from 
their own plants. Now it is a fair question to ask if the 
dairymen whose milk is kept out of the fluid market and 
disposed of. in some other form should be required to take 
all of the loss themselves? Why should not the dairy. 
men who get higher prices for their milk disposed of in 
fluid form through the elimination of the surplus, in jus- 
tice, bear a part of the loss which the other fellow sustains 
in caring for that surplus? It is probably natural that 
this should look like a hardship to the dairymen who are 
situated favorably for the marketing of their milk in 
fluid form. The fact remains, however, that if the other 
fellow’s milk were thrown onto the fluid market and not 
held back for manufacture, he would be taking a bigger 
reduction than the pooling price calls for.. 


In supporting their position the non-poolers complain 
about certain individual cases where they claim injustices 
have been perpetrated by the poolers’ organization. There 
is undoubtedly a basis for this criticism. It would be 
a miracle if the Dairymen’s League Cooperative Association 
could build up an organization for handling over $5,000- 
000, worth of milk a month and market the products of 
90,000 dairymen while charting out a new course in the 
whole idea and principle of marketing, without making 
some mistakes. But even so, does it not seem reasonable 
that far better and more satisfactory results could be 
secured by an honest effort to iron out those difficulties 
within the organization than by leaving the organization 
and trying to stir up revolution. Some dairymen complain 
of inefficiency and extravagance in administration, and 
arbitrary and unreasonable clauses in the pooling agree- 
ment itself. There may be a shade of reason for their 
attitude. Both parties to the controversy should ap- 
proach the problems open-mindedly and endeavor to work 
out a basis upon which all can join. Dissention and div- 
ision spell disaster.

The State Herd Fiasco 


FTER the exhibition of the state herds at the Na 
A tional Dairy Show last fall, it was discovered that 

two of the five herds were not properly constituted 
to qualify under the regulations. As five herds are re 
quired under the regulations governing the event, the 
National Dairy Show management ruled that they could not 
award prize money to any of the competing herds. They 
argued that the integrity of the show ring was at stake be- 
cause if the National Dairy Show should falter in the en- 
forcement of this rule, no logical stopping place for fur- 
ther deviations from the rules could be established and 
the value of the work the Dairy Show is trying to do would 
be proportionately impaired. 

This decision, of course, was disappointing to the state 
organizations as well as the individual breeders repre 
sented in the show. They had put forth great effort to get 
out representative showings and in some quarters, it hae 
felt that the Dairy Show people were taking advantage r' 
a technicality to avoid the payment of the premiums 1 
fered. We feel, however, that this position is unwarranteé 
for, as Mr. Skinner points out, they would much rather wey 
the money and have the cattle there than to have to re 
fuse payment. Certainly, also, there is merit im the ar 
gument about living up to every regulation. - 

Just what the effect of this action will be on futu 
state herd contests is a matter for conjecture. We -" 
however, that the breeders and state organizations a 
take the proper view of it and see to it that at this years 
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w there is & delegation of Holsteins which will leave no 
snot jon 08 t0 this interesting contest being properly filled.

Better Sires 


HE U. S. Department of Agriculture has issued a cir- 
7 cular summarizing the importance of better sires in 

puilding our herds and urging the formation of bull 

associations as the most economical way of secur- 
ing high class sires and of making the best use of their 
ability. This summary we are reproducing in this issue 
together with a graphic illustration showing the layout of 
a typical bull association. The idea is fundamentally 
sound and is slowly but steadily gaining strength in the 
minds of breeders as the benefits accruing are more clearly 
seen in associations in actual operation. We urge the pro- 
motion of bull associations as a logical and valuable pro- 
ject for county associations to undertake. It is a project 
which these associations can well handle from the very 
nature of their organization and there is not anything they 
ean do that will have a stronger influence in promoting 
the industry within their jurisdiction and in securing 
worth while results from their efforts. Make a careful 
canvass in your own county and see if you cannot get 
some action which will stand not only as a monument of 
achievement for your club but which will also bring new 
wealth and added prosperity to your community.

WHAT DO YOU CALL A 30-LB. BULL? 

A Wisconsin subscriber asks us to give our opinion in 
settling an argument between breeders as to what con- 
stitutes a 30-lb. bull and the usual accenptance of the 
term. One breeder claims that it is the record of the 
bull’s dam which determines the proper designation, while 
the other claims that as both sire and dam contribute 
equally to the production of the bull, the record of the 
dam and sire’s dam should be averaged in deciding upon 
the rating. Thus, if a bull had a 30-lb. dam and the sire 
was the son of a 20-lb. cow, one party contends he should 
be called a 30-lb. bull and the other that 25 lbs. should 
tell the story. 

We believe the usual custom among breeders is to desig- 
nate the record of the dam in referring to the sons, al- 
though there is an inclination on the part of many breed- 
ers to use whichever system makes the highest showing 
in formulating a short description, either the record of 
the dam or the average of the two nearest dams. Then 
again, some breeders refer to a sire that has produced a 
30-lb. daughter as being a 30-lb. bull, basing their claim 
on the producing ability of the animal, himself. The same 
as in the case of a heifer or cow; the producing ability as 
shown by the official record is here the basis of designa- 
tion. Personally we do not believe it matters much either 
way because it is not our observation that buyers spend 
their money on the strength of a claim of that character 
but rather insist upon definite information concerning the 
individual itself and the pedigree back of it.

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Concerning N. Y. Politics—and Other Things 








The following letter was received from 
Cc. F. Bigler, President of the New York 
Holstein-Friesian Association, with the 
request that it be published in the April 
15th issue of the World. His letter is 
in reply to our editorial of April 8th rela- 
tive to the election of delegates to repre- 
sent the various states at the National 
meeting at Kansas City in June: 


Syracuse, N. Y. 
April 10, 1922. 
Mr. F. T. Price, Business Mer. 
Holstein-Friesian World, 
Syracuse, N. Y. 
My dear Frank: 

Just before my trip to the meeting 
of the Maryland State Association, 
you asked an article from me on ‘‘Hol- 
stein Conditions in Your Territory,” 
and to this I replied that I would pre- 
pare one on my return. 


In your letter of the 5th inst. you 
say that you don’t suppose that I will 
care to write one after I read the 
editorial in the World issue of the 8th 
inst. Really, Frank, I do not see why 
this should decrease my interest in 
Holstein affairs in any way. Your in- 
vitation told me that the articles you 
ran along these lines last fall were 
helpful to the breeders in general and 
I believe you know that all of the 
officers of the State Association (in- 
cluding myself) have been trying to 
do educational work when any oppor- 
tunity was presented and that we have 
tried to promote the industry in every 
way that nur circumstances would 
permit. 

Following your last letter further. 
I note that I have not proved myself 
the “adroit politician” you had thought 
me to be, because, in a letter to the 
Membership, advertising the Earlville 
Sale, etc., I had asked that they sup- 
port delegates, nominated at the An- 
nual Meeting of the State Association. 
You are now just where you should 
have started. for I have never con- 
sidered myself a politician nor wanted 
to be classed as such. 


I shall now proceed to the task you 
set for me and then I ask the courtesy 
of being allowed to answer the tirade 
of the “Triple Alliance” in the April 
8th issue of the World. 

For nearly three months I have been 
traveling over New York State and 
have visited nearly every section 
where Registered Holstein-Friesian 
cattle are kept. As I covered this 
same territory at about the same time 
a year ago I have had opportunity to 
draw comparisons in Holstein affairs. 
First of all, I find but a small surplus 
of desirable Holsteins for sale. espec- 
ially those of milking age. This is 
due to several conditions. The desire 
of practically all of our breeders to 
free their herds of tuberculosis has 
made inroads in tke numbers which 
they have commonly kept. The price 
of milk has kept up well through the 
winter months while grain prices have 
been moderate and there was an 
abundance of silage stored last fall. 

There has been a good amount of 
A. R. O. work done through the winter. 
especially by small breeders. We find 
farm help and therefore milkers more 
plentiful than a year ago, with wages 
considerably reduced. 





We are proud to note that in the 
struggle of the Dairymen’s League Co- 
operative Association, the majority of 
the breeders of purebred Holsteins 
are with the poolers in their fight for 
right prices and _ right principles. 
These men are mostly keeping their 
herds in confidence of better times. 
There are a few dispersions of herds, 
but that has always been the case, 
and it is a fact that when one sells 
out a dozen others buy their first 
Registered Holstein. 

The outlook in New York State, 
therefore, seems bright for we note 
that there are several million less 
packages of butter and cheese in stor- 
age than there was a year ago, indi- 
cating an increased consumption of 
our products. Average sale prices may 
not be quite so high as they were a 
year ago but animals of good type, 
well grown, are commanding prices 
of a year ago. 

Our State Association is to hold its 
spring sale at Earlville, May 9-10. Al- 
ready there is a call for information as 
to offerings, from many buyers from 
other states. We have earnestly ad- 
vocated that only animals of good type, 
clean in health and sound in every 
way are the only ones we will accept 
and then stand back of. We hear from 
every point of the compass, of the 
crooked deals pulled off on unsuspect- 
ing buyers in public and private sales 
in the past and we are determined to 
stop it in this state. As a result our 
good honest breeders are offering en- 
tries for our sales by telling us to 
come and select anything we want. We 
are not conducting a sales institution 
merely for the profit there is in it 
but as an educational matter and also 
to regain the confidence of the buying 
public in New York Holsteins. Is it, 
therefore, any wonder that certain 
sales managers and their associates 
should be looking for an opportunity 
to use the hook on officers of the as- 
sociation? 

I have before me a letter received 
from E. M. Hastings of Pulaski, N. Y. 
and fearing that I should not get it 
through the mail he caused the same 
to be printed in the Holstein-Friesian 
World. In this letter, Mr. Hastings 
calls me to task for asking the Mem- 
bership to vote for the Delegates nom- 
inated by the representatives of the 
Holstein breeders of the whole state 
at their annual meeting. He speaks 
of this as being a violation of the 
understanding at the special meeting 
at St. Paul last October. 


Let me say that I was-at that meet- 
ing. had a good part of the .state’s 
proxies, was one of a committee of 17 
State Associations who issued a let- 
ter to the Membership asking for prox- 
ies and the subject of the conduct of 
state affairs was never spoken or 
thought of. Were I to be criticized 
by the president of the National As- 
sociation for my interest, I would re- 
tract with respectful deference, but 
to be criticised by Mr. Hastings, who 
has recently scored me to the officers 
of our County Clubs. because I offered 
to give them my services in the box

at their sale, it shows where he is 
hurt. After giving months of time 
and much in expense as compared to 
his offer of one dollar for his member. 
ship for 1922 because he had put four 
dollars in the contribution plate at 
the annual banquet (and by the way 
Secretary Zimmer personally paid the 
other four for him), do you think he 
is in a position to score me on the 
expenses of a letter to the Member. 
ship? 

I am not surprised at Mr. Hollis’ 
letter in the World for he cannot af- 
ford to pay fifty cents per cow to join 
the State Association, he says. Why 
should we expect him to be active in 
this cooperative organization whfe 
in the Dairymen’s League he is a non- 
pooler, and why not get a little noto- 
riety where it is cheap, over an ar. 
ticle written by an old friend. 

And now, Frank, let’s shake hands 
and be friends, but before we shake, 
let’s go over the situation together so 
that there will be no misunderstand- 
ings hereafter. 


One of the surprises of the situation 
is the inconsistency of the “Triple Al- 
liance” statements. After the State 
Association delegates made their 
nominations, the World questioned our 
sincerity and suggested that we had 
overlooked good men like Mr. Noyes 
and Judge Kellogg. The fact was that 
Mr. Noyes was nominated and Judge 
Kellogg had positively stated that as 
Attorney for the National Association 
he could not act as delegate. It is 
also a fact that the petition to place 
in nomination the association dele. 
gates was signed by M. S. Prescott of 
the World, E. M. Hastings, Floyd Ste- 
vens (Hollis) and the protesting few. 
We are also advised that the Holstein- 
Friesian Association has no official 
publication and that the World, acting 
as a self-appointed agent, has no more 
weight in its opinion than a private 
individual, their advantage being only 
in point of contact of publicity. 

I am not opposed to any member 
nominated as delegate. Outside of a 
handful of breeders I feel that I have 
their confidence and cooperation. The 
call for our State Annual Meeting re 
quested County Clubs to be ready to 
nominate their choice for delegates 80 
that even though there were only rep- 
resentatives present from their dis- 
tricts, they, in nominating delegates 
expressed the wishes of the breeder 
at home. I ask, therefore. as president 
of the association, why I should not 
stand by our nominees?

WHITESIDE COUNTY ASSOCIATION GETS RESULTS 


Last November about 25 Holstein breeders of Whiteside 
County, Ill., organized a county association with the slogan, 
‘Do it now.” They pledged themselves to give personal 
service to carrying out a program which includes calt 
club work, tuberculosis eradication, cow-testing associ- 
ation and a county show herd for the State Fair. A 
«committee was appointed to have charge of each phase 
of this work. You will see they are carrying out their 
program when I tell you they have already procured their 
part of the funds and have completed arrangements with 
the Federal Department for a county veterinarian to be- 
gin the clean-up work July 1. This is the first county to 
get an appointment effective under the new appropria- 
tion. They intend to have a 100 per cent. clean county. 


The calf club committee has been busy too and last 
‘Saturday placed twelve fine purebred Holsteins in the 
lnands of as many boys and girls. The banks loaned them 
the money for a year, at which time they will have a show 
and sale. Two breeders, Mr. Millikan and Mr. Goodenough, 
who have some highly bred bulls have offered them the 
free service of their bulls. The heifers are about 12 
months old now. Premiums will be offered at their local 
fair next fall, both on type and development. Records of 
weight and condition of the calves were made before they 
were put out. The club members will be organized into 
a real club with their own officers and will have occasional 
meetings to exchange experiences. The club work is be- 
ing pushed by Assistant County Agent, E. G. Theim. 

The morning of the 1st the club members and their 
parents gathered in the auditorium at Morrison to hear 
reports of the calf club committee. Field Secretary Long 
and Secretary-Treasurer R. N. Thompson of the State As- 
sociation also made short talks. Results from the calf 
club work have already become apparent. Every parent 
whose child has one of these calves has agreed to see that 
his herd is free from tuberculosis as soon as possible. 

The cow-testing association committee has decided not 
to push their work until after the tuberculosis campaign. 
The county herd committee will soon begin its activities. 
It would be great, if we could have a number of live as- 
sociations like Whiteside.

GRINDING ALFALFA FOR COws 


I am planning on grinding my al- 
falfa hay before feeding the same to 
the cows. My reasons for doing this 
are: (1) When the mercury gets 
down to about 40 degrees below zero 
the leaves break off of the hay very 
easily and the cows get in the habit 
of rooting the hay round and eating 
only that which falls down in the bot- 
ton of the feed manger, leaving the 
stems for the other fellow. (2) I was 
thinking that by grinding the hay, 
then mixing it with silage, as I ex- 
pect to put down a silo this summer, 
would be an excellent feed for the 
dairy ration, and in that way there 
would be no loss in the hay and I 
think it would not be dealing the cows 
an injustice either. 

Do you think the plan is worth the 
effort and the expense. Do you think 
that grinding would aid in assimilating 
the hay as feed?

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BUSINESS OF SECRETARY’S OFFICE SHOWS GAIN 


A report from the office of the Secretary, F. L. Houghton, Brattleboro, Vt., 
on the business done by his office during the month of March with monthly 
comparisons for this year, 1921, and 1920, shows a gain over previous months 
in many respects. The total earnings from registrations, transfers and dupli- 
cates are up to $30,557, which is the highest mdnth since April of last year. 
The monthly average for the three months of 1922 is slightly higher than the

of the Hazelwood herd sires that the 
Hazelwood herd was pretty well rep- 
resented in the leading Holstein shows 
of the Pacific Northwest regularly 
every year during the early days of 
Holstein exhibitions in that territory. 
This consistent work year after yea! 
not only built up a splendid reputa 
tion for the herd but did much to 
stimulate interest in better Holsteins 
and an appreciation of the best type. 
Hazelwood Ormsby Posch, with his 
creditable show ring record, has left 
an indelible mark on the herd. The 
dams of both calves with which Mr. 
Smith won blue ribbons at Portland 
last fall were daughters of Hazelwood 
Ormsby Posch. 

Shortly before the eastern invasion 
by the Hazelwood Holstein farm in 
1912, a partnership was formed with 
A. C. Mills and under their joint own- 
ership were developed the 36-lb. cow, 
Gerben Queen, Hazelwood Aaggie De 
Kol, the world’s record three-year-old 
previously mentioned, Bracelet Baker 
of Hazelwood, 31-lb. cow previously 
referred to, and Bonnie Lass Pauline, 
a 33-lb. cow, who has been one of the 
best breeding cows in the herd. This 
partnership was terminated after a 
few years, and the development of the 
Hazelwood herd has been carried on 
by John L. Smith, alone. 

More than passing mention should 
be given to the showing of the Hazel- 
wood Holstein farm at the Iowa Dairy 
Cattle Congress and the National 
Dairy Show in 1912. At the former 
show they won 11 first and out of 19 
classes competed for, including first 
and second exhibitor’s herd, first 
young herd, first calf herd, first 
and second dairy herd, and all of

of their herd winning at Portland the 
junior championship and the Carna- 
tion cup for young herd, I was antici- 
pating with much pleasure my day at 
Hazelwood Farm, which was one of 
the bright spots in my journey home- 
ward from Portland last fall. My visit 
was poorly timed, coming just in the 
teeth of the blizzard which swept over 
that section of the United States a 
few days before Thanksgiving and the 
cold was intense—‘unusual” in fact. 
Upon arriving at the farm, which is 
nicely located just a few miles out- 
side the city of Spokane, we _ sat 
around the coal stove to thaw out 
after our ride but spent the time 
very pleasantly in reminiscing on 
early Holstein dope with Mr. Smith 
and in an inspection of the silver cups 
and trophies which decorated in pro- 
fusion the parlor, living room and din- 
ing room with a substantial overflow 
packed away in cupboards and also 
in looking through Mr. Smith’s scrap 
book and file of old-time pictures.

She will freshen again as a sen- 
ior two-year-old and barring accident, 
she will be heard from in a sensa- 
tional way. She is an individual that 
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would attract attention anywhere and 
the snapshot accompanying only gives 
a faint idea of her real quality. There 
were a number of very promising 
daughters of Finderne  Pietertje 
Fayne in the herd, a part of them 
bred by Mr. Smith, and a part se- 
cured through the purchase a couple 
of years ago of the entire herd of the 
estate of David Monroe. 

At the time of my visit there was 
a great deal of excitement in Spokane 
over the discovery of oil of a very 
special grade at several points near 
the city and of no small importance 
to the Smith’s was the fact that these 
oil indications appeared to center on 
their property. If these indications 
materialize, it will, of course, mean 
a fortune for our good friend, John 
L. “In that case,” I asked him, “What 
will you do, retire and enjoy your- 
self?” His answer was characteristic, 
“If we make a fortune out of oil, we 
will show you the best herd of Hol- 
steins in the world. Nothing else 
would approach that in real enjoy- 
ment and satisfaction.” And the reply 
bespoke the character of the man.

had. Although firm and bold in his 
opinions, he was free to admit that 
he made many mistakes in breeding. 
His advice to the beginning breeders 
was for them to tie up to established 
breeders who had been conspicuously 
successful. He would tell them to 
go to such breeders, tell them how 
much money they could afford to 
spend, and then let the breeders do 
the selecting. Gillett practiced what 
he preached, and helped many men 
get started right in Holsteins. Among 
them were John Erickson, of Wau 


paca, Wis., and ©. A. Schroeder, of 
West Bend, Wis. For a long time 
neither of these two men did much 


testing on their own account, but tied 
their herd up with Gillett’s records. 
The day came eventually, when they 
were in a position to strike out bold- 
ly for themselves. 

The present writer hag never met 
a Holstein man who claimed he got 
the wrong end of a deal with Gillett. 
He made mistakes, of course, but such 
was his character and personality that 
men who did business with him, trust- 
ed his honesty absolutely. 

It was Gillett’s custom to watch the 
work of the official testers closely. I 
don’t want my cow to get what she 
hasn’t got coming, but | do want 
her to get credit for what she does 
do. That’s only fair to the cow and 
to me.” As a result, the testers who 
would try and hurry through their 
work, or do it slovenly, would find 
themselves rebuked. 

Gillett prided himself on his milk- 
ing ability, and he was one of the 
most remarkable milkers among Wis- 
consin’s dairymen. In the hey-day of 
his career, R. T. Harris and other 
representatives of the Wisconsin Col- 
lege of Agriculture were conducting 
some experiments in the Hegelund 


method of manipulating a cows udder 
after milking, to see if extra milk 
could really be extracted. Mr. Harris 
went through the manipulations and 
secured several pounds of milk out 
of a cow Gillett had just milked, mucn 
to Gillett’s chagrin. 


Gillett was a great man to read and 
study. He was one of the most virile 
writers to the agricultural press of 
his day, and was in great demand as 
a public speaker. His strength of 
personality carried him high in the 
councils of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America and he served as 
president of that body for several 
years. He was also president of the 
Wisconsin Dairymen’s Association. 

Together with C. L. Hill and F. H. 
Scribner, Gillett was a member of 
that famous trio of stockmen—the first 
a Guernsey breeder, second a Jersey 
breeder, who made the little village 
of Rosendale famous in the dairy 
world. He was one of the greatest 
examples of the great personal influ- 
ence a man of energy and character 
can wield upon livestock breeding ar- 
fairs. Without the dreamer of dreams, 
and the worker out of these dreams. 
life would be a drab thing indeed. 
The Holstein people in particular, and 
the livestock men in general, owe a 
great debt to the constructive breed- 
ing work and teaching of W. J. Gil 
lett. Without his strong authority in 
favor of long-time tests, the Holstein 
breeder would not have readily adopt- 
ed vearly testing on its present mag- 
nitude. 

W. J. Gillett and Colantha 4th’s Jo- 
hanna—the two names are insepar- 
abie. The man leaves a legacy of 
great ideals and great achievements: 
the cow a record of outstanding per- 
formance at a time when some object 
lesson was needed by the devotees or 
the Black and Whites.

lous letter, trying to link us up with 
the Cabana interests. The success 
of the National Meeting and subse- 
quent events show how miserably you 
have failed. Your position to criticise 
is a mercenary one. Your interests in 
the association is from a subscription 
and advertising standpoint and no one 
takes you seriously.

You recall what 
John Arfman told you. “If proxies do 
not come fast enough get Price to 
write a letter against you and they 
will just roll in.” 

You criticise the expense of the let- 
ter sent out on association stationery, 
advertising the Earlville Sale and 
asking for votes. I will acknowledge 
that the World gave a large amount of 
money last year to aid the State As.

previous year your bill for advertising 
and other items was more than $5000, 
and that in all during the eight months 
of 1920 when you were in control of 
the State Association you spent or 
incurred bills to the amount of over 
$22,000 and then dumped it on me and 
my associates, several thousand dol- 
lars in debt? 
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Is it not also a fact that on May 7, 
1920, at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of which you were a mem- 
ber, and with only three members 
present you made a motion to appoint 
the Board of eleven Directors (of 
which you were one) a proxy commit- 
tee to vote the New York State prox- 
ies at the National Meeting and that 
you instructed the secretary to send 
a letter to each member of the Nation-

My dear Charley: 

You ask us to lay aside personal 
feeling and publish your letter in the 
April 15th issue of the World. This 
has been done. 

Now, may I say that this letter of 
yours is entirely unworthy of you, both 
personally and as president of a great 
state organization. You haven’t an- 
swered the point I raised in the edi- 
torial, which was that the solicitation 
for the election of a certain group of 
delegates was in violation of the spirit 
and intent of the delegate plan as 
adopted at St. Paul last fall. You 
haven’t answered it at all. You have 
simply tried to create a situation simi- 
lar to what we used to have under 
_ the proxy system—that of eternal 
bickering, mud-slinging and the be- 
clouding of real issues by attacks upon 
an opponent’s motives, and you have 
tried to excuse your circular letter on 
the ground of advertising the Earlville 
sale. Twice in your last letter you 
mention the sale, which is once more 
than you referred to it in the circu- 
lar and that once appeared merely an 
afterthought. 

Some of your accusations are amus- 
ing. Others are serious enough to re- 
quire an answer. 1} think you will 
agree with me, however, that this is 


not the time to get into an acrimoni- 
ous discussion of personal acts. If 
you really want to go into the discus- 
sion of yourself and myself in rela 
tion to our actions on all matters of 
national importance I would suggest 
that you furnish me with a copy of the 
financial report of the New York Hol- 
stein--Friesian Association from its or- 
ganization to date, also the minutes of 
various meetings from the inception 
of the organization to date and I will 
then have information that I may re- 
quire to answer your half-veiled accu- 
sation that perhaps while I was a dl- 
rector of the New York organization 
money was improperly spent.

had to win? I am glad to bear testi- 
mony that I found you quite often on 
the same side of these questions as 
the Holstein-Friesian World, and you 
will have to admit that when we didn’t 
agree with you we certainly, as we 
have in all cases and with all men 
took exception to your position fully, 
frankly and publicly and stated our 
reasons for so doing. I don’t think 
we have slung much mud doing it 
either. We fought hard and we haven't 
hesitated to acknowledge when we 
were wrong. 

Let me reiterate my chief criticism 
of your action in writing to the mem- 
bership of the National Association in 
New York State; in so doing you vio- 
lated the spirit and intent of the dele- 
gate plan, which is to allow the mem. 
bership (as it should have) free rein 
in the selection of delegates to repre- 
sent it at Kansas City. 

To refresh your mind here is a copy 
of my letter of April 5th, to which 
you have referred:

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of making such a mistake. You 
handled your management of New 
York Holstein affairs very adroit- 
ly as far as the political mechanics 
are concerned until you did this, 
and as the cartoonist has often 
said, “right there is where you 
made your big mistake.” 


I think the cartoonist’s statement 
still holds, but why continue to have 
him feel that way by such a letter as 
you have just asked us to inflict upon 
readers of the World? You are mis- 
taken to think I do not like you.

You will recall that you 
told me on the night prior to the Roch- 
ester meeting, at which you saw to it 
that Mr. Noyes, Floyd Stevens and my- 
self were all eliminated from connec- 
tion with the management of the New 
York Holstein-Friesian Association, 
that the reason you were kicking me 
out was because | didn’t know enough 
to run the New York organization. 
Even after that statement I couldn’t 
help but like you. I admire frankness 
always. I like you even better, 
Charley, when in the same letter that 
you criticise my action you attempt 
to justify your own by comparing it 
with mine. Imitation is the sincerest 
form of flattery and we are all sus- 
ceptible. 

As a matter of fact, however, you 
know and I know that it was because 
I felt compelled to work against your 
wish to have the 1921 meeting of the 
National Association at Buffalo that 
caused any split that may now exist 
in our relationships. But here again 
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is a personal matter and perhaps we 
had better wait until after the dele- 
gates have been elected before going 
into that. 

Thank you very much for your views 
on Holstein conditions. You have 
travelled throughout the state a great 
deal and I feel sure that your observa- 
tions will be of interest as you touch 
conditions in New York. Am hoping 
to incorporate your vtews in an ar- 
ticle on the subject for an early issue 
of the World. 

In closing let me say that I didn’t 
vote for you as a delegate, although 
I had made up my mind to do so until 
your letter was sent out. However, if 
you are elected I have no serious rea- 
son to doubt but what you will act 
in the interest of the Holstein-Friesian 
industry as you see that interest. | 
hope at least that you will not per- 
mit personal considerations to be- 
cloud your judgment. You have no 
“subscription and advertising stand- 
point” and you at least do take your- 
self seriously.

Milk Situation 





Utica, N. Y., April 1, 1922 
The organized milk dealers through 
their New York Milk Conference 
Board have refused to buy their sup- 
ply of milk from the Dairymen’s 
League Cooperative Association. 
Dairymen believe this to be the last 
great effort of the organized dealers 
to put their association out of busi- 
ness, and much excitement prevails in 
milk circles, particularly among farm- 
ers. In spite of the fact, however, that 
the dealers through their organization 
have not purchased through the Co- 
operative Association, the association 
has marketed practically all of its 
milk. The Borden’s Company and the 
Borden’s Farm Products Company, the 
largest buyers, and a large number 
of smaller ones have purchased pooled 
milk. These outlets together with 
the plants owned or operated by the 
Cooperative Association have assured 
the poolers a practically uninterrupted 
market in spite of the opposition of 
some of the dealers. 


The immediate cause of the present 
ttrouble is that this is the beginning 
“of a new contract period and the 
‘farmers in the Cooperative Associa- 
ition asked the dealers to distribute 
tthe burden of caring for surplus milk 
so that it would not ali have to be 
borne by the association producers 
alone as has been the case during the 
past year. Some of those dairymen 
not. in the Cooperative Association 
have claimed that the association was 
trying to discriminate against them 
in the sale of their milk. As a matter 
of fact, the discrimination hag been 
the other way. The poolers have cared 
during the past year for all of the sur- 
plus and the non-poolers have _ se- 
cured the benefits of this and have 
failed to stand any of the cost. The as- 
sociation producers have simply asked 
the dealers to purchase their milk on 
a more equitable basis. 

The buyers, of course, think this the 
right opportunity for attempting to 
break the association by dealing 
directly with individual farmers. ‘They 
are offering contracts to farmers 
agreeing to pay a little above the 
pooled price, then they use their 
energies to injure the association and 
bring down the pooled price thereby 
lowering the price to every producer, 
whether he is in the association or not 
Evidently some producers cannot see 
what the dealers are driving at, but if 
they would exercise theirmemories a 
little bit, they would remember what 
conditions prevailed in the milk mar- 
ket in the old davs both from the con- 
,Sumer’s and the producer’s stand- 
points when the dealers dictated 


prices to both producers and consum- 
ers and all the terms upon which the 
farmers’ milk was sold. 

While this controversy will bring 
some temporary loss to all dairymen in 
a lowered pooled price, it bids fair to

Cow-Testing in Washington 


The best possible proof that cow- 
testing association members in the 
State of Washington are making real 
progress in placing dairying on a more 
efficient and profitable basis is indi- 
cated by the fact that cows on test 
in February, 1922 show an average 
increase for the month of 56 pounds of 
milk and 3.0 pounds butterfat over the 
average of all cows on test in Feb- 
ruary 1921. 

The 2430 cows tested in nine asso- 
ciations during the month averaged 
732 pounds milk and 29.8 pounds but- 
terfat. Of this number 419, or 17 per 
cent produced above 40 pounds of fat 
each, 148 were over the 50-pound fat 
mark, and 38 over 60 Ibs. fat 
each. The Pierce County Association 
averaged highest in butterfat produc- 
tion, 189 cows tested averaged 33.9 
pounds fat. Clallan County again 
leads in number of cows tested, with 
444 recorded. 

The highest producing cow for the 
month was a four-year-old registered 
Holstein, owned by Thos J. Owens, 
of Kirkland. Her production for the 
month was 2803 pounds milk and 92.5 
pounds butterfat. From the herd of 
Mr. Owens comes also the second 
high cow for the month, Leona Gerben 
Bracelet, with 2408 pounds milk and 
81.9 pounds fat. The highest grade 
producer was Fillers, a Holstein 


owned by Chas. W. Orton of Sumner, 
with a yield of 1,668 pounds milk and 
75.0 pounds fat, closely followed by 
another Holstein in the herd of Wm. 
Wyatt of Auburn, with a production 
credit of 2412 pounds milk and 74.7 
pounds fat. 





Summary of Westfield Association 
Work 


The Westfield Cow Testing Associ- 
ation of Lawrence County Pennsyl- 
vania, just completed its second year’s 
work, the first of March, 1922. During 
the year there were 26 herds tested 
comprising 340 cows, 76 of these pro- 
ducing over 300 lbs. butterfat and 21 
over 10,000 Ibs. milk. The average 
production of milk per cow during 
1921 was 6,596 lbs., which showed an 
average increase of 578 lbs. per cow 
over that of 1920. The average pro- 
duction of butterfat was 274.3 Ibs.. 
which was an increase of 31.3 lbs. over 
the 1920 average. The total amount of 
milk and butterfat produced in 1921 
over that produced in 1920 was 196,- 
520 lbs. milk and 10,642 lbs. fat.

Summit County Dairymen Study Pro- 
duction Costs 


The dairymen of Summit County, 
Ohio, have a right to feel proud of 
their 100 per cent selling organiza- 
tin and they have now organized to 
study feeding and breeding problems. 
Three cow-testing associations are be- 
ing worked out, one of which has com- 
pleted its first test. This is called 
Summit County No. 1 and has 22 
members with 256 cows on test. The 
majority of these are grade and pure- 
bred Holsteins, although there are 
some Jerseys. Some of the herds are 
accredited and many cows are tuber- 
culin tested. As the advantage of 
healthy herds becomes more evident 
and the funds for reactors more avail- 
able, it is hoped that more of the 
herds will come under federal super- 
vision. In the first month’s test re- 
port, the members feel that they need 
hot be ashamed of their cows and that 
they have good cows to build from.
